We  the  inndtes  on  the  Close  Unit  Side 
(Hi(ih  Side)  at  i'vl.S.P.  are  writing  to  voice  our 
concern  about  the  rehabilitation  programs  here 
at  iVi.S.P.  There  has  bean  little,  indeed,  ahnost 
no  voice  concerning  this  matter.  Yet,  it  effects 
all  the  people  -.vho  get  out  of  prison  to  find 
themselves  coir.ing  back  in  the  future.  We  know 
that  a  biy  percent  of  the  people  who  get  out 
don't  know  any  more  then  when  they  came 
in  several  years  3^,0.  Unless  you  think  a  better 
vocabulary  or  uiath  skills,  are  good  enough  to 
keep  a  perso.!  out  upon  being  released.  Sure 
it  is  good  to  have  learned  more  in  these  subjects 
but  if  the  persoii  doesn't  have  a  job  skill  (which 
alot  of  people  don't)  then  it  is  apparent  what 
the  person  might  have  relate  to  again.  \s  the 
situation  is  now  on  the  "Close  Unit"  side,  we 
can  4,0  to  regular  school  and  for  those  with 
an  alcohol  problem  or  drugs  can  go  to  A.D.S.P., 
or  for  an  aggressive  person  there  is  aggression 
groups  that  help  a  person.  There  are  other 
groups  as  well  for  those  seeking  them.  But 
how  much  good  is  this  little  bit  of  rehabilitation 
going  to  do  a  person  when  the  main  problem 
for  a  big  '^'-^  of  the  inmates  is  they  don't  have 
duy  job  skills.  "Vith  no  job  or  chance  of  getting 
one,  there  is  only  one  thing  to  relate  too  and 
here  again  it  is  criine.  These  are  our  only  alter- 
natives ill  order  to  get  by  and  to  feed  our 
families  that  shouldn't  have  to  go  hungry.  For 
the  few  of  us  that  have  a  G.E.D.  from  school 
on  the  streets  or  from  a  previous  conviction 
how  much  good  are  they  when  the  employer 
doesn't  have  time  to  teach  the  employee  the 
job  he  is  applying  for.  Here  again  we  don't 
have  the  skill  to  obtain  a  job,  but  we  still 
have  to  eat  like  everyone  who  lives.  So  we 
are  led  to  stealin^^  which  in  turn  leads  us  to 
M.S.P.,  where  upon  being  released  again  will 
lead  us  ri^ht  back  to  prison,  tiine  and  time 
again.  Most  of  us  vvant  to  get  out  and  never 
return  to  prison.  That's  why  we  would  like 
to  ask  you  to  take  into  serious  consideration 
of  building  us  a  vocational  school  that  would 
beiiefit  us  all. 

Miles  City  school  for  boys  has  got  a  good 
variety  of  vocational  training  that  teaches  50od. 
Qut  at  that  young  age  of  an  age  the  boys  really 
aren't  taking  the  training  very  serious. 

Where-in  we  here  at  V1.S.P.  are  aien  that 
want  to  learn  aiid  would  take  vocational  training 
serious  enough  to  benefit  us  upon  being  released 
from    prison.    We    also    understand    that    vocational 


school  in  some  ways  would  be  a  risk  in  sccurit; 
(I.E.  kiiives  being  :nade  and  such)  But  if  a  vocat- 
ional school  could  be  considered  there  is  precaut- 
ions that  would  be  next  to  iinpossible  to  smuggle 
a  knife  out  of  the  vocational  building.  We  are 
all  a»vare  of  the  situation  of  prison  over-crowding 
and  of  the  money  being  spent  for  new  housing 
units  to  hold  the  prisoners.  But  why  hasn't 
anything  beeii  done  to  see  why  more  and  more 
second  offenders  are  returning  to  prison  at 
a  growing  rate.  It  is  obvious  most  of  those 
returning  to  prison  have  related  to  crime  again, 
mainly  because  they  couldn't  get  a  job.  But 
why  couldn't  they  get  a  job?  Again  they  haven't 
had  a  chance  to  learn  a  job  skill.  What  is  the 
sense  of  just  putting  him  back  in  prison  (knowing 
he  still  won't  learn  a  skill).  To  let  him  back 
out  a  few  years  later  just  knowing  he  hasn't 
yet  advanced  his  job  skills  one  bit  there  again 
we  already  see  him  coming  back  in  te  future. 
But  lets  say  that  this  same  person  has  spent 
15  to  18  months  of  those  few  years  he  was 
oack  going  to  vocational  school  to  be  a  certified 
welder,  mechanic  or  anyone  of  the  few  trades 
that  could  be  available,  he  would  at  least  have 
a  59/50  chance  of  competing  in  the  job  market. 
We  know  we  are  here  for  punishment  but  for 
those  with  property  crimes  as  we  have  already 
stated,  for  a  lot  of  us  it  is  due  to  lack  of 
job  skills,  and  to  be  put  in  here  for  punishtnent 
is  still  not  teaching  us  a  job  skill.  What  it 
boils  down  to  is  the  unfortunate  one  with 
no  job  skill  are  going  to  get  punished  again 
and  again   for  all   their  lives- 

Vve  all  see  the  future  of  more  and  more 
riiulti-.nillion  dollar  prisons  being  built  because 
more  and  more  people  are  getting  sent  to  prison 
and  the  inore  that  come  means  the  rate  o^^ 
second  offenders  will  rise  even  higher.  v;e  the 
inmates  would  just  like  to  ask  to  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  take  something  out  into 
the  society  that  will  be  to  our  advantage.  Since- 
rely James  Gonzales,  24097.

One     mans     moral     is     another     mans     sin, 
so    manipulation    gives    reason    no    chance   to   win;

It  is  noted  that  we  are  a  society  of  rules. 
Without  constructive  organization  our  society 
would  be  chaotic  and  barbaric.  In  addressing 
the  need  for  rules  and  laws  in  society  the  quest- 
ion of  individual  rights  comes  to  focus.  There

The  hyperte- 
chnical  stereotype  of  the  general  population 
towards  the  Constitution  has  reached  a  point 
of  being  dangerous.  People  believe  the  principles 
inhered  in  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Eighth  and 
Fourteenth  Amendments  are  foreign  to  them. 
In  reality  these  concepts  of  individual  liberty 
and  due  process  are  the  citizens  "insurance 
policy  of  freedom"  ,  and  without  them,  many 
innocent  people  could  unconsciously  fall  victim 
to  totalitarianistic  injustice. 

Reasons  for  public  misconceptions  are 
many  but  the  most  prevalent  are  attitudes 
which  inhere  out  of  prejudice  of  crime  manipula- 
tion if  something  is  simple  if  there  is  prejudice 
against  it  initially.  A  common  sense  approach 
cannot  reason  with  emotional  outrage.  What 
is  needed  is  education  of  the  public  using  the 
truth.  The  crusade  of  politicians  using  rhetorical 
tactics  of  persuasion  to  please  the  public  opinion 
are  creating  an  overkill  attitude.  In  regard 
to  punishment/  Judges  are  being  intellectually 
dishonest  when  they  act  to  please  public  opinion. 
Their  duty  is  to  use  their  superior  legal  knowled- 
ge to  achieve  justice.  Sentencing  defendants 
to  50  years  for  property  crimes  is  evidence 
they  act  to  accomplish  social  revenge.  If  justice 
is  to  harmonize  with  empathy  and  compassionate 
idealism  then  unneeded  oppression  must  end. 
Many    law    and   order   fanatics   purge   what    I   say 


as  another  example  of  "bleeding  heart  liberal- 
ism".   I    say    what    the   hell    is   wrong   with   having 
humanitarianistic    values    and   showing    compassion 
and     understanding      for      fellow     human     beings. 
If  having  sensitive  views  towards  the  less  fortun- 
ate is  wrong,  then  I  do  not  care  to  be  right. 

My  personal  perspective  is  that  civilization 
must  go  forward  not  only  technologically  but 
also  intellectually.  The  mechanism  of  mental 
rationality  cannot  progress  under  a  conservative 
social  structure.  Concepts  such  as  the  death 
penalty  and  regression  of  the  exclusionary  rule 
are  self  defeating.  We  must  go  into  the  Twenty- 
-First  century  as  a  progressive  society  unafraid 
to  reform  politically  and  judicially.  We  must 
try  to  make  things  better  and  more  equitable 
for  all.  We  must  regain  respect  for  the  rights 
of  the  individual.
